Prestige Lake Mines Limited. 
Claim is 34 miles northeast of Yel- 
lowknife 


Louis, who has worked his mine | 


single-handed since he found it, 
will stay as a director of the com- 
pany and as a sort of technical 
adviser 

Born in North Dakota, Louis 


came to Canada as a youngster | 
when his parents moved to Maple | 


treek, Saskatchewan, and picked 
out a homestead there, 

Old enough to strike out on his 
own, he left Maple Creek with a 
friend in 1926 and came to the 
Peace River country. 

“Me and my partner, we thought 
we'd take out a homestead in the 
Pouce Coupe country,” he explain- 
ed, “But when we got to Dunve- 
gan that spring (they’d come via 
Peace River town), the ferry was 
yut, and we could not cross. 

At Dunvegan, Louis struck up 
an acquaintance with a pair of 
trappers working the country 
along the Peace River valley. 

“They'd had a real good winter,” 
says Louis, ‘and so, I bought their 


trapline. That’s how I got into}; 


trapping.” 

“A little placer mining" in 
creeks along the Peace yielded 
some extra cash for Louis Garskie 
during his six years of trapping, 
but then he didn’t think of mining 


or prospecting as a life. Gold-pan- | 


ning meant a few dollars extra, 
and nothing more. 

In the summers, Louis worked 
with Harry Weaver of Peace River 
freighting goods into the Hudson 
Hope country, west of Fort St, 
John 

This was a thriving business 
until the NAR finally reached 
Dawson Creek in the early 1930's, 
and drove the small haulers out of 
business, 

Just about that time ,the famed 
Gilbert Labine struck rich pitch- 
blende deposits in the Great Bear 
Lake district. 

Among the many who cocked a

Things were “tough” in the 
Peace at the time, so Louis did 
the logical thing. He stayed in the 
north. 

For seven years, he worked for 
Dominion Explorers, doing pros- 
pecting and assessment’ work, 
Most of this was one of the islands 
}of Great Bear Lake, and in the 
area bordering on the famed La- 
bine strike 

That’s how he got his first taste 
of prospecting as a way of life. 

He liked it. A single man, he 
had no ties remaining to the south, 
and so he went ahead as a pros- 
pector, After leaving Dominion 
Explorers, he signed on with Con- 
solidated Mining and Smelting for 
six years, 

“I did pretty well for them,” 
Louis grinned. “I found a really 
good gold discovery in northern 
Saskatchewan, north of Lac La 
Ronge. They were happy about 
that one.” 

Six years with the big company 
passed swiftly for Louis. Roaming 
the rocky northland, he realized 
wasn't everybody's cup of tea, but 
it was his, He liked the challenge 
of prospecting, and the gamble in- 
volved in it. 

“I guess it was in 1947 that I 
started prospecting on my own,” 
he recalled, 

“And I found my mine that first 
year.” 

How did that happen? He'd read 
closely through federal govern- 
ment geological survey pamphlets. 
They hinted that there might be 
gold in the area northeast of Yel- 
lowknife. 

“Sure enough, 
Louis smiled, 

Some of it was right on the sur- 
face, and one of those original 
samples is one of Louis’ proudest 
possessions. 

It's a two-pound chunk of 
brownish rock, partly crystallized, 
with a scratched smear of gold on 
the top of it and showings of pure 
gold shot through, 

“Those scratches are glacial 
striations,” said Louis, ‘That's an 
old, old piece of gold.”

A case for morality

Sober, safe, Christian driving, particularly during 
the Christmas and New Year holiday season—which is 
just over the calendar horizon—is beinc promoted by 
the United Church of Canada again this year Sparked 
by the United church's board of evangelism and social 
service, the campaign will receive strong support from 
United church pulpits. It should also receive support from 
citizens in all walks of life and of every religious denom- 
ination. 

“Keep the thought of Christ in Christmas’ is the 
theme of the campaign, which will emphasize the moral 
responsibility of Christians to keep the highways safe 
from accidents. Courtesy, Christian consideration for 
others, obedience to traffic laws, and personal morality 
are being stressed in the program. 

Moderator of the United Church, the Right Rev 
Angus J. McQueen, in a campaign statement said this: 
‘There is an old adage ‘noblesse oblige’—nobility obli- 
gates. This can be put in a simpler form—every right has 
a corresponding duty, and every privilege a correspond- 
ing responsibility. Perhaps nowhere is this to be seen 
more clearly than in our modern machine-age. We are a 
nation on wheels, and the safety of each person depends 
upon the trustworthiness of others. 

“Most of us in Canada have a religious faith. Thi: 
means that we have recognized moral principles, and 
that we are expected to apply our religion in everyday 
practical affairs. To be more specific, it means that we 
shouldn't leave our religion in church on Sunday, or at 
home on top of the Bible when we go out for a drive

“The Christian should drive carefully and soberly 
and with due regard for the safety of himself and others, 
because all life is sacred. This is one practical way in 
which he can !37e his neighbor as himself. The appeal is 
much more than to self-concern, as in the popular says: 
‘The life you save may be your own,’ or ‘Leave your 
b'ood at the Red Cross and not on the highway.’ We are 
to respect the lives and welfare of others, all of whom 
are God's children like ourselves. 

“Furthermore, the Christian should obey Christ's 
law of love. This is quite different from liking everybody 7 
or getting sentimental over people in general. It implies 4 
certain practical virtues—courtesy, patience, kindness, 
thoughtfulness of others, and good temper. These are the 
opposite of rudeness, irritation, showing oc, selfishness 
and anger.

“Of course a good Christian is also a good citizen

An Ottawa firm, Parcoll Pro- 
jducts Limited, has come up with 
something which seems to fill the 
bill. A ingenious cross between a 
tent and a fully-insulated house, 
it promises to bring new comfort 
to hunters, explorers, construc- 
tion workers and others who need 
a warm shelter away from civili- 
zation, 

This approach to airborne hous- 
ing is built in sections, making 
use of some of the newer construc- 
tion materials. The frame is of 
aluminum tubing which can be 
fitted together without so much 
as a screwdriver, Over this are 
buckled wall-ceiling sections con- 
sisting of two layers of ‘“Tery- 
lene” taffeta with fibreglass insu- 
lation sandwiched between them. 
The “Terylene”’ has been weather- 
proofed with a coating of polyure- 
thane, a new process developed 
by Duplan of Canada Limited. 
The windows are of unbreakable 
plastic. When it's time to pick 
jup the house and move, the whole 
thing packs into the insulated 
plywood boxes which form the 
floor. 

The first of these super-tents 
were custom built for Arctic ex- 
peditions, where they are now 
keeping technical survey men 
snug in below-zero temperatures. 
However, their designer also 
foresees a future for them much 
closer to home. 

Hunting clubs, for instance, 
have found that game animals 
tend to avoid established camps. 
Housing units like this can be set 
up in a different spot each year. 
Outdoorsmen in construction, sur- 
veying and geology need living 
accommodation they can take 
with them.

The presence of trace ounts 
of aminotriozole in some lots of the 
current crop of cranberric does 
not in itself constitute a danger 
to health,” the Hon. J. Waldo 
Monteith said recently. ‘Whatever 
hazard may exist would appear to 


lie in repetition of this 
ation resulting in consumption by 


contamin- 


individuals of repeated doses of 
the chemical over many years in- 
volving an enormous amount of 
contaminated cranberrie: It is 
the concern of my Department to 
ensure that this does not take 
place.” 

The Minister of National Health 
and Welfare referred to reports 
from American Public Health 
authorities to the effect that cran- 
berries grown in the states of 
Washington and Oregon had been 
found to be contaminated with 
aminotriozole, ‘Immediately upon 
receipt of the reports, our Food 
and Drug offices across the 
country were alerted to the situa- 
tion and instructed to check all 
imported cranberries as well as 
domestic stocks. While this is a 
time-consuming process, a_ fair 
numbers of results have already 
been obtained. These show that 
there has been trace contamination 
of some cranberries now in Can- 
ada. The proportion however, is 
very small, Where supplies have 
been found to be contaminated, 
steps have been taken to keep 
them off the market, The owners 


involved have shown complete un- 


derstanding and co-operation.” 
Mr. Monteith stated that the 
present situation stems from the 
misuse of aminotriozole. ‘This 
weed-killer, is registered by the 


| Department of Agriculture for use 


in Canada but after cran- 
berry crops have been harvested,

If it is employed in this way, no 
contamination of the berries will 
result. Trouble arises only when 
it is sprayed on the crop before 
harvesting, Obviously some  pro- 
Cucers have not followed the pre- 
scribed method of application.”
